LOS ANGELES — Earnings of 
California farm workers rose al- 
most 10 per cent the past. year 
while the level of farm wage 
rates for the U.S. increased 8 per 
cent, according to figures compiled 
by the Council of California Grow- 
ers from government sources. 

On the composite basis used by 
the Crop Reporting Board of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
California farm workers were 
earning an average of $1.49 per 


roll records showing earnings well 
in excess of $2 per hour by exe 
perienced workers.” 

Latest figures from the USDA 
reporting board also reveal that 
the number of hired farm workers 
in California dropped from ap- 
proximately 236,000 in June 1965 
to about 216,000 in June this year. 

“This decline is due primarily 
to mechanization, not only in har- 
vesting but also in cultural activ- 
ities,” Fillerup noted. ‘For ex- 
ample, precision planting has re- 
duced hand thinning, and chemi- 
cals have cut down the need for 
hand hoeing in several crops."
